ALKEN SAID MALINOVSKY "MUST BE A PLAIN DARN FOOL® TO MAKE THE KIND

AS A RESULT OF THE U2 INCIDENT, MANSFIELD SAID, THE RUSSIAN

HE STRESSED HE DID NOT MEAN THE UNITED STATES MIGHT LOSE THESE

WASHINGTON, MAY 30 (AP)-PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S GROWING FAR EASTERN 

NEXT MONTH PROBABLY WILL INCLUDE A BRIEF STOP AT OKINAWA IN 
ADDITION TO HIS VISITS TO THE PHILIPPINES, FORMOSA, JAPAN AND 
KOREA, DIPLOMATIC SOURCES SAID TODAY. 

A FORMAL WHITE HOUSE ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE TRIP WHICH ALSO WILL TAKE 
THE PRESIDENT TO BOTH THE 49TH AND SOTH STATES -- ALASKA AND HAWAII~ 
IS EXPECTED TO BE ISSUED TUESDAY BY PRESS SECRETARY JAMES HAGERTY. 

ONE OF THE SURPRISES OF THE TRIP IS A FIVE DAY SCHEDULED VISIT TO 
THE PHILIPPINES, IT WAS LEARNED, ONE OF THESE DAYS WILL BE DEVOTED
